According to Sharon 

Hoffarth, medical director of 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield in St. 
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Louis, to avoid that aching 
sunburn, you should try to 
postpone your extended out- 
door activities from 10 a.m. to 
3 p.m., when the sun’s rays 
are the most intense. 

“You can minimize your 
exposure by avoiding the sun 
as much as possible during 
those hours. If you plan to go 
outside for some time, you 
should always wear a 
brimmed hat and apply sun- 
screen to exposed skin,” 
Hoffarth said. 

The sunscreen, she said, 
should be applied 15 to 30 min- 


utes before venturing outdoors 
and should have have a sun 
protection factor (SPF) rating 
of at least 15, which will pro 
tect you from about 93 percent 
of the more harmful UVB 
rays. 

Sunscreens with higher 
SPFs, she said, offer extra 
protection to those who are 
extremely sun-sensitive 

“Use it in generous 
amounts,” Hoffarth said. “It 
should be re-applied every two 
or three hours, and more often

Cahokia service station employee may have recognized fugitive __

Employees at a Cahokia 
service station may have 
had a face-to-face encounter 
Tuesday with Rafael 
Resendez-Ramirez, 
suspected of being "the 
“railroad killer’ responsible 
for at least eight yin.

could have been 
Resendez-Ramirez, who was 
added Monday to the FBI’s 
list of ‘Ten Most Wanted 
Fugitives.’” 

“Looking at the picture in 
the newspaper, I’m about 80 
percent sure it was him,’’ 
said the manager of the gas 
station, who asked that his 
name be withheld, in a 

lephone interview. ‘It’s 
tele close. The guy’s height 
matched the description and 
the hair and the mustache 
and all that.’’ 

Resendez-Ramirez is a 
Mexican national who is 
wanted for questioning in a 
series of homicide, rape and 
burglary cases in three 
states. 

He is described as a 
Hispanic man, about 39 
years old, 5 feet 7 inches tall

and weighing 150 pounds. He 
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has black hair and brown 
eyes and may wear 
prescription eyeglasses. 

Resendez-Ramirez has 
sears on his right ring 
finger, his left wrist and his 
forehead. He has a snake 
tattoo on his left arm and 
may have a flower tattoo on 
his left wrist. 

The FBI and other law 
enforcement agencies are 
offering rewards totaling up 
to $110,000 for any 
information directly leading 
to his arrest. 

Resendez-Ramirez was 
charged Monday in Jackson 
County Circuit Court with 
two counts of first-degree 
murder in the killings of 
80-year-old George Morber 
Sr. and his daughter, 
51-year-old Carolyn 
Frederick, whose bodies 
were found June 15 at their 
home on Illinois Route 3 in 
Gorham, about 100 miles 
south of Cahokia 

Morber’s.truck was found 
the next day in Cairo. Since 
then, authorities believe 
Resendez-Ramirez was seen 
in Southern Illinois near 
railroad tracks in Chester 
last’week and outside a coin 
laundry in Percy on Sunday. 

About 7 a.m. Tuesday, a 
man bought gas at the 
Cahokia Amoco and asked 
the clerk for directions to 
Interstate 44, said Lt. James 
Nichols of the Cahokia 
Police Department 
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The manager explained 
that he was in the store, 
which is on Camp Jackson 
Road (Illinois Route 157) 
near Interstate 255, and 
talked to the man ‘‘for about 
30 to 40 seconds”’ to give 
him directions. 

“The gentleman was 
polite, if that was him,”’ the 
manager said. He directed 
the man to go south on I-255, 
cross the Mississippi River 
via the Jefferson Barracks 
Bridge into Missouri then 
follow Interstate 270 to 
westbound I-44. 

A few minutes later, the 
clerk who had waited on the 
customer showed the 
manager a newspaper 
article about 
Resendez-Ramirez that 
showed his photograph. She 
said she believed the 
customer was the same man 
in the picture. 

“I kind of compared it and 
made the phone call (to 
police),’’ the manager said. 

Nichols said police 
received the call about 7:45 
a.m. and sent officers to the 
Amoco station. They 
searched the area but found 
no sign of the man. 

The station employees 
were unable to give police a 
description of the customer’s 
vehicle. The manager said 
the man appeared 
disheveled 

“‘He wasn’t well-groomed 
at all,’’ he said. ‘‘He had on 


an old T-shirt, blue jeans 
and worn-out boots.* 

A videotape from a 
surveillance camera at the 
store captured the 
customer’s image, 
authorities said. 

“The surveillance tape 
shows an individual who 
looks remarkably close to 
this guy,”’’- Nichols said, 
although he pointed out the 
tape quality was poor, with 
dark lighting 

“It’s difficult to make out 
much,” he said. 

Cahokia police notified 
Illinois State Police and the 
Missouri State Highway 
Patrol about the possible 
sighting of the fugitive then 
called the FBI 

FBI agents soon arrived in 
Cahokia and took over the 
investigation, Nichols said. 
Officials with the FBI's 
office in Fairview Heights 
referred calls about the 
incident to the agency's 
Springfield office, where a 
spokesman did not return 
calls seeking comment about 
the investigation. 

“The consensus opinion is 
that whoever was here is 
gone,” Nichols said. He 
noted that the service 
station is about two miles 
from the railroad tracks that 
run through Cahokia 

The manager said his 
clerk was ‘‘kind of nervous 
after it all happened ... after 
it dawned on her.”

Lawsuit against county 
nursing home dismissed

A lawsuit involving a 
resident’s fatal fall at the 
Madison County Nursing 
Home last year has been 
dismissed on a technicality, 
but an effort is under way to 
reinstate it.

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FBI investigates 
possible sighting 
of alleged killer 


Cahokia worker may have 
encountered the fugitive

Employees at a Cahokia service station may have had a 
face-to-face encounter Tuesday with Rafael 
Resendez-Ramirez, suspected of being the “‘railroad killer’’ 
responsible for ‘at least eight slayings. 

The FBI is investigating whether a man who bought 
gasoline Tuesday morning at the Cahokia Amoco station 
could have been Resendez-Ramirez, who was added Monday 
to the FBI's list of ‘‘Ten Most Wanted Fugitives.” 

“Looking at the picture in the newspaper, I’m about 80 
percent sure it was him,”’ said the manager of the gas 
Station, who asked that his name be withheld, in a telephone 
interview. ‘It’s real close. The guy’s height matched the 
description and the hair and the mustache and all that.’’ 

Resendez-Ramirez is a Mexican national who is wanted for 
questioning in a series of homicide, rape and burglary cases 
in three states. 

He is described as a Hispanic man, about 39 years old, 5 _ 
feet 7 inches tall and weighing 150 pounds. He has black hair 
and brown eyes and may wear prescription eyeglasses. _ 

Resendez-Ramirez has scars on his right ring finger, his 
left wrist and his forehead. He has a snake tattoo on his left 
arm and may have a flower tattoo on his left wrist. 

The FBI and other law enforcement agencies are offering 
rewards totaling up to $110,000 for any information directly 
leading to his arrest. 

Resendez-Ramirez was charged Monday in Jackson County 
Circuit Court with two counts of first-degree murder in the 
killings of 80-year-old George Morber Sr. and his daughter, 
51-year-old Carolyn Frederick, whose bodies were found June 
15 at their home on Illinois Route 3 in Gorham, about 100 
miles south of Cahokia k 

Morber’s truck was found the next day in Cairo. Since then, 
authorities believe Resendez-Ramirez was seen in Southern 
Illinois near railroad tracks in Chester last week and outside 
a coin laundry in Percy on Sunday. “ 

About 7 a.m. Tuesday, a man bought gas at the Cahokia 
Amoco and asked the clerk for directions to Interstate 44, 
said Lt. James Nichols of the Cahokia Police Department. 

The manager explained that he was in the store, which is 
on Camp Jackson Road (Illinois Route 157) near Interstate 
255, and talked to the man “for about 30 to 40 seconds’ to 
give him directions. 

“The gentleman was polite, if that was him,” the manager 
said. He directed the man to go south on 1-255, cross the 
Mississippi River via the Jefferson Barracks Bridge into 
Missouri then follow Interstate 270 to westbound I-44. 

A few minutes later, the clerk who had waited on the 
customer showed the manager a newspaper article about 
Resendez-Ramirez that showed his photograph. She said she 
believed the customer was the same man in the picture. 

“T kind of compared it and made the phone call (to 
police),”” the manager said. 

Nichols said police received the call about 7:45 a.m. and 
sent officers to the Amoco station. They searched the area 
but found no sign of the man 

The station employees were unable to give police a 
description of the customer’s vehicle. The manager said the 
man appeared disheveled. 

“He wasn’t well-groomed at all,’’ he said. ‘‘He had on an 
old T-shirt, blue jeans and worn-out boots.’’ 

A videotape from a surveillance camera at the store 
captured the customer’s image, authorities said. 

“The surveillance tape shows an individual who looks 
remarkably close to this Roy Nichols said, although he 
pointed out the tape quality was Poor: with dark lighting. 

“It’s difficult to make out much,”’ he said. 

Cahokia police notified Illinois State Police and the 
Missouri State Highway Patrol about the possible sighting of 
the fugitive then called the FBI. 

FBI agents soon arrived in Cahokia and took over the 
investigation, Nichols said. Officials with the FBI’s office in 
Fairview Heights referred calls about the incident to the 
agency’s Springfield office, where a spokesman did not return 
calls seeking comment about the investigation.

“I had a visit earlier that 
day from about 40 steel 
workers from Lilinois, 
including a number from the 
Granite City area, and they 
were very concerned about the 
future of their jobs.” 

The bill, known as the Stop 
Illegal Steel Trade Act, was 
introduced by U.S. Rep. Pete 
Visclosky, D-Indiana, and 
passed in the House 289-141. 
Local U.S. Reps. Jerry 
Costello, D-Belleville, and John 
Shimkus, R-Collinsville, voted 
in favor of the bill. 

The bill would have 
restricted imports of all 
foreign steel, as well as iron 
ore and coke, to the monthly 
average volume they 
comparable to the three years 
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preceding July 1997. 

The restrictions would take 
the form of quotas, surcharges 
or enforceable restraint 
agreements and would stay in 
place for three years. 

U.S. Commerce Department 
figures showed that luring the 
second quarter of 1998, steel 
impor reached their highest 
volume in U.S. history. 

Japan’s imports during the 
first six months of 1993 
increased 113.7 percent over 
January to June 1997, and 
imports from South Korea 
increased 89.5 percent during 
the same period. 

Much of the problem stems 
from the collapse of the Asian 
economy, but those imports 
have reportedly dropped in 

recent months. 

Bob Maxwell, a spokesman 
for National Steel 
Corporation’s Granite City 


Division, said Wednesday 
morning he was still trying to 
find out exactly what 
happened. 

“J just don’t know what to 
say at this point,”’ he said. 

However, he said the 8 
company had no layoffs at this 
time, compared to up to 60 laid 
off at one time at the 
beginning of the year. 

Durbin said they were 
looking at a number of other 
‘ways to help the steel industry, 
including a bill authorizing $1 
billion in loans to steel 
companies and making it 
easier for companies to file 
complaints about trade abuses. 

Local officials with the 
United Steelworkers of 
America were en route from 
Washington, where they and 
local steel workers had lobbied 
for the bill, and were 
unavailable for comment.

in one’s own home and living 
in long term nursing 
facilities,” Hoffman said.

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as medical assistance for 
seniors,’’ Hoffman said. 

The second bill, titled Senate 
Bill 251, deals with HMO 
reform and a ‘‘patients’ bill of 
rights.”” 

*‘We'’re calling on the 
governor to sign this managed 
care reform bill to ensure that 
we provide that patients of 
doctors can make decisions as 
to what type of health care is 
going to be provided. It 
essentially does four different 
things,’ Hoffman said. 

One of its provisions 
prohibits insurance companies 
from limiting what doctors can 
tell patients about treatment 
options. 

“Right now, some insurance 
companies have been telling 
doctors that they couldn’t tell 


options. This (bill) says that 
doctors will be free fo tell 


patients all of their health care 


patients, whether you’re a 
senior or otherwise, all of the 
health care options that are 
available to them,’’ Hoffman 
said. 

It also prohibits insurance 
companies from requiring 
prior approval for emergency 
care, and will require HMOs to 
reply to urgent care requests 
within 24 hours. 

Patients will also be entitled 
to receive information from 
their HMO in a legible format. 

“Companies will provide 
information about their 
coverage in a format that 
people can understand without 
hiring a lawyer in order to 
determine what coverage they 
actually have,’’ Hoffman said. 

He said he had no idea

The Garden Kingdom 
occupies the structure 
originally known as the Valier 
and Spies Milling Company, 
which in 1897 constructed a 
circular grain elevator that 
earned the nickname, The 
Castle.” The Garden Kingdom, 
a retail business, received the 
landmark award for 
preserving the elevator. 

Chris and Amy Michaels 
received a landmark award for 
their loving restoration of the 
1912 home built on Glen 

Road by 
Czechoslovakian immigrant 
Joseph Nekola. Prior to 
restoring the structure, which 
once served double-duty as a 
rehearsal venue for the Glen 
Carbon Orchestra, Amy 
Michaels conducted extensive 
research about the family that 
built the house. 

The Centennial Library and 
Historical Museum has served 
a variety of functions since its 
construction in 1914, providing 
space for a teen hall, doctor’s 
office, village hall, police 
department and even a jail. 
The Centennial Library Board 
consulted with the Historical 
Preservation Commission 
during renovation work that 
restored the building to its 
original condition.

‘Endurance’ subject Haile 
Gebrselassie was born to run

From “Chariots of Fire” to 
“Prefontaine” to ‘Running 
Brave,” documentaries and 
docudramas about runners are 
fascinating to watch. 

“They give us a sense that 
this is pushing the limits of 
what a human being can do,” 
said British filmmaker Leslie 
Woodhead in a telephone 
interview. ‘It’s just an 
individual with no equipment, 
no technology and no support. 

“As a guy who regards 
distance as a trip from the car 
park to the car, the thought of 
doing what they do is just 
awesome.” 

Woodhead has directed, 
written and produced 
documentaries for the British 
Broadcasting Company and 
Home Box Office. He recently 
wrote and directed 
“Endurance,” the new Disney 
film about Ethiopian runner 
Haile Gebrselassie. 


Games in Atlanta, Ga., 
Gebrselassie, 25, won the gold 
medal in the Men’s 
10,000-meter race. 

Gebrselassie’s other awards 
include Africa’s Athlete of the 
Year for 97 and '98 and the 
Jesse Owens International 
Trophy Award. Runner’s World 
magazine dubbed him “‘the 
greatest long-distance runner 
of all time.” 

‘Haile says he doesn’t know 
why, but he needs to run,” 
Woodhead said, “He feels bad 
when he doesn’t run, It’s as 
essential to him as music 
would be to Mozart. It’s 
something he's got to do. 

“He hardly ever breaks 
sweat. He’s like lungs on legs. 
He has a tremendous 
oxygen-processing plant built 
into him. He grew up, of 
course, at over 7,000 feet, so he 
has a tremendous head start 
over the rest of us.” 

“Endurance” looks at 
Gebrselassie’s hardships as a 
child in Ethiopia. He ran six 
miles to school, hiked for three 
hours each day to gather 
water and also worked in the 
fields on his father’s farm. 

“Haile was very keen to _— 
have something done that his 
own countrymen could see and 
that would be good news about 
a country that’s almost always 
bad news,” Woodhead said. 

Woodhead and his crew 
traveled to Ethiopia to film in 
Gebrselassie’s native village of 
‘Asela’ Shooting in such a

remote location was not 
without problems or 
challenges. 

“Living in the countryside 
was quite hard,” Woodhea' 
said. - 

“The other problem was 
keeping up with Haile. 
Fundamentally, he’s so 
compttitive that he was 
constantly trying to beat the 
camera. He never wanted to 
be in second place, even to a 
camera car.” 


Much of Gebrselassie’s life 
has been reconstructed for the 
film. Instead of casting 
professional actors in these

In the concrete and cartoon jungle, 
swingers dominated the weekend box 
office as “Tarzan” opened at No. 1 
with $34.1 million and the ‘Austin 
Powers” sequel scored $31.9 million to 
cross the $100 million mark, according 
to industry estimates. ; 

The military thriller “The General’s 
Daughter” with John Travolta was 
third with a better-than-expected $22.3. 
million, while ‘‘The Phantom Menace 
had $17.8 million for fourth, crossin 
the $300 million mark last week an 
overtaking “The Lion King” as the No. 
6 movie of all time. ; 

Studio executives were impressed _ 
with the weekend numbers. They said 
it was the first time they could recall 
that three movies grossed more than 
$20 million on the same weekend. 
Receipts for the top films totaled $123 
million, up 21 percent from the same 
weekend last year. 

“This says that when people make 
good movies, no matter how many, _ 
there’s room in the marketplace,”’ said 
Disney distribution head Chuck Viane. 
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‘Tarzan’ and ‘Austin Powers’ 


“The marketplace will expand to meet 
as much demand as it needs to.” 

The box office was led by the 
animated “Tarzan,” featuring the 
voices of Minnie Driver, Rosie 
O’Donnell and Tony Goldwyn, and 
songs by Phil Collins. It was best 
opening weekend for a Disney 
animated film since “The Lion King, 
which debuted with $41 million in June 
1994 on its way to a domestic gross of 
$313 million. 

If the weekend estimates that were 
released Sunday hold up, “Tarzan’s” 
debut also will have topped that of “A 
Bug’s Life,” with $33.3 million last 
November. 

Close behind was ‘‘Austin Powers: 
The Spy Who Shagged Me,” returning 
Mike Myers as both the international 
man of mystery and Austin’s bumbling 
nemesis Dr. Evil. 

“Austin 2” dropped a steep 42 
percent in the second week but still 
collected an impressive take of nearly 
$32 million to bring its total to $116.7 
million. It crossed the $100 million 
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mark on Saturday. 

Proving the star power of Travolta, 
“The General’s Daughter” — which 
had appeared doomed to be lost in the 
hype over “Tarzan,” ‘‘Austin Powers” 
and “The Phantom Menace” — 
delivered a strong opening weekend, 
the best for a Travolta film since 
“Face-Off” in June 1997. : 

“Star Wars: Episode 1 — The 
Phantom Menace” remained strong, 
losing just 31 percent of its business in 
the fifth week, to bring its total to $327 
million for sixth on the all-time list. In 
the next few weeks, it will easily pass 
No. 5 “Forrest Gump” ($330 million) 
and No. 4 “Jurassic Park” ($357 
million) as it seeks to challenge the 
original “Star Wars’ ($461 million) for 
second all-time behind “Titanic’”’ ($600 
million). 

Also at the box office, the romance 
“Notting Hill” with Julia Roberts 
finished fifth with $7 million, but 
“Instinct,” Disney’s other 
man-lives-with-gorillas movie, proved 
to be a disappointment, plunging 55

percent in its third week. The Anthony 
Hopkins-starring film finished sixth 
with $3.1 million. 

“The Mummy” was seventh with $3 
million, “The Matrix’) eighth with $1.3 
million, “Entrapment” ninth with $1.2 
million and ‘Tea With Mussolini” 10th 
with $635,000.
